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TRAFFIC DANGERS 


The frequency with which 
drivers of ‘motor lorrics are 
brought before the Courts for ex- 
cessive speed and other offences 
is an indication that the manner 
in which many of these vehicles 
are driven constitutes a menace 
to other users of the roads. All 
commercial vehicles are required 
to observe a speed-limit.which is 
plainly marked on the chassis, 
but in actual practice the limit 
is exceeded by practically every 
lorry in the Colony. Almost 
any day of the week these 
vehicles can be seen careering 
through populous districts and 
round dangorous bends to, the 
manifest danger of car-drivers 
and pedestrians alike. The traf. 
fic police endeavour to restrict 
the evil as much as possible, but 
_\they_are.confronted with an al- 


most ‘superhuman task. The 


best that can be done, ‘under 
existing conditions, is. to prose- 
cute offenders and to urge the 
full: penalties of the law on those 
who are caught. Combined with 
this speeding danger.is another 
factor which calls for constant 
vigilance, namely, the carrying 
of long, projecting loads, mainly 
steel rods .and bamboo poles. 
There are regulations in force on 
this matter, providing that ‘the 
total length of such londs shall 
not- exceed twenty-five fcet, 
whilst permits for such loads, 
which may only be carried dur- 
ing certain hours of the day, 
have to be secured. The loads 
may project drom either end, 
but, so far as we are aware, there 
is nothing limiting. the extent 
to which a load may actually ex- 
tend beyond the chassis of the 
vehicle, ‘If that is the case, it 
oul-appear—high—ti 
some restriction covering this 
point; should be imposed. One 
of the principal sources of dan- 
‘\ger. lies in the fact that many 
Jof these lorries have open fronts, 
the consequence being that the 
loads project at a‘level which is 
distinctly dangerous to passing 
vehicles, This. is particularly 
noticeable’ where, as in the case 
of steel rods, the loads sag down
